public or more private, his life was 
happily and usefully spent. 
Let us 


hope that the record of his deeds and 
thoughts may be woven into chaplets 
of flowers and placed upon his grave 
to keep it in perpetual bloom. 
He 


has gone and "will be remembered 
by what he has done." Let him re- 
pose in the silent city of the dead, 
and his faults let us cover with the 
mantle of charity.

He knows each chord—its various 
tone.

How to Pish For Trout 


Samuel G. Camp, in April Outing, 


eays: 
"The 
swift-running stream 


should always be fished 'down,' How 
ever, if the stream is a placid and 
slow-running one, with only here and 
there short reaches of fast water, it 
may properly and, on occasions, even 
preferably be fished 'up,' as an in- 
stance when the water is very low 
and clear. 
In any case it is always 


well to fish a pool from the foot as 
well as from the head. 


"But fishing down stream does not 


necessarily mean that the angler 
should cast the flies always in the di- 
rection of the current; in fact, that is 
the very thing to be avoided. The 
best way to fish the flies is to cast 
across the current of the stream. 
Wade slowly and quietly down the 
stream and cast the flies diagonally 
across it—if the stream is a very 
wide one cast straight across at right 
angles to the current—toward the 
opposite bank."

"If"the careers of 
authors of fiction are looked into It 
.will be found that those who bare 
achieved any enduring success nearly 
all gained it under similar circum- 
stances. They began young, usually 
In (he employ at some magazine or 
newspaper. 
Many of them -became 


readers of manuscripts submitted for 
publication. 
In this atmosphere of 


mingled 
literature and publication 


they pass years occasionally trying to 
do some work for themselves. 


Melville Ostrander at twenty-fire, 


having been graduated at college and 
taken 
a 
number 
of postgraduate 


courses, determined to devote himself 
to literature, confining himself to fic- 
tion. Possessing an income sufllcient 
to^ support him, it was not essential 
that he at once make money out of his 
profession. 
He reasoned that he was 


In the same position as other profes- 
sional men who must expect to wait 
a reasonable time for an income. 


There are persons, especially liter- 


ary persons, who claim that the high- 
est grade of fiction Is that In which 
there are no incidents. The characters 
are expected to talk their way into the 
Interest of the readers. Ostrander first 
fell under the influence of this school. 
He wrote novels in admirable Eng- 
lish, in which his characters told their 
own story—if they had any to tell, 
which they had not—Indirectly In con- 
versations and by giving their own 
thoughts. His novels were always re- 
turned by the publishers as unavail- 
able, except In one instance In which 
the work appeared with a sale of only 
a thousand copies—no? enough to pay 
the cost of publication. 


Ostrander, hearing that -while the ret- 


rospective novel was the highest form 
of literature—so considered by critics 
—if he wished to succeed pecuniarily 
he must enter upon a more lively 
school. Henceforth he made bis char- 
acters love madly and go through fire 
and water for one another. 
After 


writing a number of these stories 
without success he became discour- 
aged 
Spring coming on about that 


time, he concluded to go south for a 
trip. 


In Florida he met a middle aged 


lady—he had by this time arrived at 
middle age himself—who had come to 
the south to recuperate from over- 
work. Miss Easton was in tbe employ 
of a publishing house in New York. 
In other words, she was one of those 
persons, already mentioned, who read 
the manuscripts of'other people sub- 
mitted for publication, at tbe same 
time trying to turn an honest penny by 
doing a little scribbling for themselves.

And yet we know not how nearly up 
to the Apostolic standard some may 
be who have lived very humble and 
obscure lives, have fought a good 
fight and finished their course with 
joy. 
Indeed, the twelve Apostles 


seem to occupy, by Divine decision in 
advance, ttie very highest stations in 
the Kingdom, next to that of the Re- 
deemer, Who said of them, "Ye who 
have followed Me, in the regeneration 
* * * shall sit upon twelve thrones 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel' 
(Matthew xix, 28). - Again, they are 
pictured to us as the "crown of 
twelve stars" to the Church (Revela- 
tion xii, 1), and yet again they are 
pictured to us as the twelve precious 
foundation stones of the Church in 
her future glory, as the New Jerusa- 
lem (Revelation xxi, 14). 


Those called of God to this .high 


salvation, as members of the spiritual 
Kingdom which shall bless natural 
Israel and through heXall the na- 
tions, are required to demonstrate 
their loyalty to God by faithfulness 
even unto death—in the narrow waj 
of self-sacrifice.

Bride class, so Rebecca's maidens 
typified this "great company" class. 
This same thought is brought to our 
attention in Psalm xlv, where the 
Bride class Is pictured as being pre- 
sented to Jehovah in the end of this 
Age in glory, honor and immortality, 
illustrated by raiment of fine needle- 
work and gold. Following the Bride 
come "the .virgins, her companions, 
who follow her." 
These also will be 


greatly 
honored, 
greatly 
blessed, 


though theirs 'will be a less honor. 
This "great company" will not consti- 
tute the Kingdom, although they will 
oe identified with it and its wonderful 
,alvation and blessing for mankind. 
Keeping or Breaking Commandments 


Tne Great Teacher's declaration 


that they who break God's command- 
ments and teach others so to do shall 
be called "least in the Kingdom" has 
caused considerable perplexity in the 
past. 
The question has been, How 


could anyone be fit at all for the 


John the Baptist's Class 


To what class does John the Bap- 


tist belong, and what will be his share 
in the Kingdom, according to our 
text? 


Kingdom who breaks 
God's com- 


mandments and teaches others so to 
do? 
The answer is that many of 


God's people have labored 
under 


more or less of blindness and have 
done things which they ought not to 
have done and left undone the things 
which they ought to have done. As 
an ^ustration, John Calvin, noble 
man as he was, burned his Christian 
brother, Servetus. 
Such violation of 


the Divine commands and such wrong 
teaching must, according to our hu- 
man judgment, assign Brother Calvin 
to a lesser place in the Kingdom than 
if he had more carefully, more earn- 
estly sought the will and Spirit of 
God. 
However, it Is not for us to 


judge. 
We are merely seeking to 


ascertain the spirit of our 
words. 


Begotten of the Holy Spirit and 


privileged of the Lord to be disci- 
ples and to be guided of the Holy 
Spirit, we should be so faithful in the 
study of the Scriptures as not to be 
The Scriptures clearly show anoth-1 migtaken in respect to the general 


application of their meaning. Wrong 
practice and false teachings do not 
always represent disloyalty to God, 
but they surely do always represent 
slackness or inattention to the Divine 
message; though we may be sure of 
the Lord's faithfulness in enlighten- 
ing all who are of the proper, teach- 
able spirit. 


er class in process of salvation dur- 
ing this Gospel Age, quite separate 
and distinct from the Bride class. 
These are referred to in various parts 
of the Scriptures. 
They will all be 


loyal, to the extent that they would 
not deny the Lord nor wilfully prac- 
tice sin. 
Their failure to reach the 


status of the Bride is indicated in an 
Insufficiency of zeal in connection 
with their loyalty. This class is de- 
scribed in Revelation vii, 14. They 
are represented as having failed to 
keep their garments unspotted from 
the world—failed to live circum- 
spectly, carefully enough. 


Hence in a great time of trouble In 


the end of this Age these are repre- 
sented as washing their robes and 
making them white in the blood of 
the Lamb and then coming up 
through that tribulation to glory and 
honor, but not to immortality, nor to 
the same degree of glory and honor 
as the Church, the Bride. 
The dis- 


tinction in their glory is indicated in 
that instead of being in the Throne 
they are before it; instead of being 
the Bride, they will serve; instead of 
wearing the crown, they will bear 
palm branches; instead of being the 
Temple, they will be servants in the 
Temple. 


This same class is referred to by 


the Apostle in his declaration respect- 
ing the end of this Age. 
He inti- 


mates that some will have an abun- 
dant entrance (II Peter i, 11) into 
the Kingdom, while others will be 
"saved so as by fire" (I Corinthians 
iii, 15). The fire of this Day will test 
every man's work of what sort it is. 
Some will be proved to be gold, sil- 


IF WOMEN ONLY KNEW 


Since the call of God began with 


the call of the Church, and since the 
Church began at the First Advent of 
Jesus, it follows that no one was 
called of God to salvation prior to 
Jesus' time—none for forty-one hun- 
dred and fifty years after sin entered 
the world. 


God did, however, recognize the 


loyalty of heart of His Prophet Enoch 
and communed with him and blessed 
him, etc. God also recognized Abra- 
ham's faith and spirit of obedience, 
and Isaac's and Jacob's, and that of 
Moses and Aaron and numerous 
prophets and other faithful ones less 
notable. 


Did he not call these? We answer 


that he did not call them to salva- 
tion, for no salvation could be posi- 
tively offered until the Redeemer had 
sacrificed; nor were they called to the 
Kingdom for the same reason. God 
did tell them that in due time He 
would bless all the world. He did 
tell them that in due time the great 
Ruler of the world would come forth 
from Abraham's posterity in the line 
of Isaac and Jacob and the nation of 
Israel. But telling them of a coming 
blessing and giving them eternal life 
are different matters. 
St. Paul de- 


clares that none of them got ever- 
lasting life, and that "by the deeds 
of the Law no flesh can be justified 
before God." 


Israel's.,Law Covenant served to 


instruct the^ Chosen People. It was a 
call to do right, and a promise of 
eternal life if they would keep the 
Law. 
"He that doeth these things 


shall live." Israel learned the lesson 
that a perfect Law could not be kept 
by imperfect beings. 
Some of them
